It is as fol- 
luws: - All persons born or naturalized in the 
United Stutes, and resident in this State, are here- 
by declared citizens of this State, and no Jaw shall 
b made or en'iorced which shall abridge the priv- 
ileges or immunities of citizens of the United 
States, or of this State, or deny to any person with 

in its jurisdiction the equal protection of its laws; 
and it shall be the duty of the General Assembly, 
by appropriate legislation, to protect every person 
in the due enjoyment of the rights, privileges and 
immunſties guaranteed in this section.“ Citizen- 
ship and all that is meant in the technical phrase 

privileges and immuuities,“ are equally conter- 
r d upon the negro and, in language almost ident- 
ical, in the first section of both the civil rights bill 
and the 14th amendment. 

Citizenship does not carry with it, to the negro, 
the right either to vo or Moes. In the opin- 
ion of the Congress of the United Séates it does 
uot, nor did it inthe opinion of the late Georgia 
Convention; and, in the political theory of the 
Republican party, it does not. The Congress of 
the United States, in the 14th amendment, recently 
passed, and in the eivil rights bill, which became 
a law in 1866, makes the negroa citizen. Yet, in 
this identical amendment, second section, we find 
the following: But when the right to vote, 
at any election for the choice of electors 
tor President and Vice-President of the United 
States, Representatives in Congress, Judicial om 
cers, &., 4 to any of the male inhabitants 
of such State, being twenty-one years of age and 
citizens of the United States, &c.,then the repre- 
-entation in Congress shall be reduced,“ &c., clear- 
ly concedeing the rignt to the Individual States, 
to grant or Gong the right to vote, and dq fortiori 
the right to hold office. Will any man deny 
that, ia the judgment of Congress, neither the 
civil rights bill, nor the 14th amendment, nor 
any law which confers simple citizenship and all 


enactment, gave him the right to vote 
Southern States, by the reconstruction acts, and 
this right, too, has been reaffirmed by the Consti- 
tution of Georgia.

From the Albany News. } 
ALBANY, Aug. 20, 1868. 


Mr. Editor: I again ask a small space in 
your paper to say afew words to my color- 
ed brethren on two subjects which I con- 
sider of vital importance to them. I shall 
endeavor to be as brief as the natura of the 
subjects will allow.
